most thoughtful farmer cannot always keep his crossing dry. 
If his milking is done on the opposite side to his grazing, the 
dung may need attention twice a day, and on a small farm he 
has neither a big staff nor ample leisure. His carts must in any 
case keep on crossing and recrossing and at muck-spreading 
time they will make an awful mess on the road, especially 
when the land is sodden. No doubt some farmers are less con- 
siderate than they might be but, believe me, many of them are 
seriously worried at this aspect of their trade on a split farm 
The new motorways are necessarily going to split a great many 
farms. Thank goodness the plans provide for tunnels or 
bridges for the farmers where necessary

That Neck Gap 


UR illustration on December 4 of the Tuffler—a special 
absorbent towel for fitting inside the collar of a water- 
proof jacket or riding coat to seal the neck gap—reminded me 
of the only two really watertight neckwears which I have met. 
One was the Dunhill umbrella coat of 50 years ago. It was a 
poncho, of which the neck hole was edged with special elastic 
rubber sheeting. Ungainly to put on, it absolutely excluded 
rain. The other was even better. It was worn by a labourer 
who worked on the roads of North Devon. He had taken an 
elderly inner tube of pedal-cycle size, shortened it, encased it 
in a strip of soft corduroy cut from an old pair of trousers and 
fixed it inside the neck of his overcoat. The tyre valve had 
been left in place at the front and he could at any time adjust 
the pressure to exclude wet without the pneumatic collar feel- 
ing uncomfortably tight when buttoned up. I have since often 
wished that somebody would produce such an article com- 
mercially (I am told that it is not patentable). 


Musings on the Preston Road 


HE formal opening of Preston Bypass has naturally 

unleashed a spate of discussion concerning Britain’s 
motorway programme. The fullest newspaper account of the 
road was published as a six-page supplement to the Man- 
chester Guardian. As 
cost vastly exceeded the flat rate of £220,000 per mile origin- 
ally estimated by the Ministry of Transport for such high- 
ways. How soon its 2 x 2 lane pattern must be expanded into 
a 3 x 2 lane pattern is anybody's guess; but already there seems 
sp be! tacts enullt in the choles Ghat-ane lene of o snacereay 
can carry at least as much traffic as two lanes of an old- 
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fashioned stage-coach highway. Many newspaper motoring 
correspondents think that already the two-lane carriageways 
are inadequate and should forthwith be widened to three. The 
chief cost variables seem to be bridges and compensation— 
there are 22 “crossings” in the eight miles of Preston Bypass. 


Motorway Code 


THERE is no need to feel nervous about the new Motor- 

way Code. Years will pass before it affects most of us, 
unless we happen to reside in one of those rare regions where 
a motorway will exist mainly as a local curiosity. At first it 
comes as rather a shock to be told that one must never stop 
on the road or make a U turn, but what’s the odds with a lovely 
hard shoulder edging the entire distance? On to the shoulder 
we must rush when our engine stops of its own accord or a 
tyre goes flat. The hardest job is to learn how much space 
between vehicles—or should I rather say how little space?— 
must be regarded as a safe gap in which to enter the main run 
from a lead-in or feeder road from a flyover, while on first 
acquaintance the newcomer will need careful study of a com-

Such Charming Simplicity ! 
a to my paragraph of December 4 on twistgrip 
controls, Jim Sheldon’s reminiscences (November 13) also 
reminded me of the primitive passion for simplicity which 
once animated motor-cycle designers. In 1902, for example, 
one famous British machine confronted the bewildered novice 
with no fewer than nine visible controls whenever his eyes 
were downcast. There were four “chess bishops” on the top 
tube for air, gas, spark and valve lifter. There were two screw- 
down valves, one rendering the tank airtight, the other admit- 
ting fuel from the tank to the swishbox type of carburettor. 
There was an interrupter plug in an ebonite block on the tank 
top to protect the battery if an owner forgot to switch off (via 
the handlebar left grip). The other two controls were under 
the handlebar, one controlling the front brake by a scimitar- 
shape steel lever which seemed about 2ft long, the other a 
shorter lever actuating a con- 
trol cable to the rear brake. The 
Quadrant was the first great 
counterblast to such a lavish 
sprinkling of mysterious items. 
It had only one chess bishop, 
which operated the throttle, 
the valve lifter and the ignition 
advance. Presented as an intel- 
lectual tour de force, the 
malicious whispered that the 
simplified arangement came as 
a result of the Quadrant works 
manager riding over a fire hose 
and being so jerked off his 
saddle that he landed in a sit- 
ting position on the four chess 
bishops of the Mark I Quad- 
rant of 1901. I do not believe 
there was any more truth in 
that story than in the presenta- 
tion of the Quadrant Mark II 
as having “single-lever con- 
trol.” Try to realize that very 
few riders in those days had 
the background of internal- 
combustion-engine knowledge 
which every schoolboy pos- 
sesses today. We had not the 
least idea what all the gadgets 
were about. For example, there 
was not one of us who had not 
at some time pushed the model 
all the way home from some 
distant sports ground when 
there was nothing wrong ex- 
cept that we had forgotten to 
replace the interrupter plug, 
which completed all the elec- 
tric circuits. The Quadrant 
interrupter-plug slot accepted 
a sixpenny bit if one lost the 
original brass plate. I lost 
mine, but it wasn’t long before 
some small boy had spotted 
that tanner! (But he was un- 
lucky : I spotted the little raga- 
muffin while he was still fishing 
in the slot.)

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Brough Superiority 
Enthusiast’s Experience with a Straight Four 


}PURTHER to my previous letter on the subject of Brough 
Superiors (September 11) in which I stated that I hoped 
sometime to acquire a four-cylinder example, I have now done 
so. It is one of the water-cooled Austin-powered models and 
I wish to report that it is delightful to drive. 

I cannot make any exaggerated claims about its top perfor- 
mance. I have had the outfit up to 65 m.p.h. and it gives me 
about 45 m.p.g. Acceleration in second and top gears is good; 
when winding open the throttle in top one can really feel the 
surge of power. It is not a bit sluggish as is the wont of most 
Austin Seven engines of 1932 vintage. The gear change is 
somewhat slow as one has to slip into neutral between each 
of the three gears. The front and back brakes are coupled 
and efficient, as also is the sidecar brake. The shaft-driven 
twin rear wheels, though not sprung, give good road holding 
and the lack of springing is not noticeable. The machine steers 
and handles beautifully at all speeds 

Having ridden Ariel Square Fours I can say that the feel of 
this Brough four is completely different. Its stroke is compara- 
tively long. It is absolutely vibrationless and has a beautiful 
exhaust note. I am now looking cut for a Brough Superior 
Dream—the transverse flat four listed for 1939 

I should like to find out through your columns how many 
more of these straight fours are now on the road, as I have 
been informed that only ten or so were produced. I have just 
joined the Brough Superior Club and we would welcome any 
other owners.

plus, of course, the side lights on a side- 
car outfit. This is vital to your safety 
because the real value of your lights in fog 
is for being seen rather than for seeing. 
In fact, too much light is a hindrance for 
the fog reflects it back at you. For that 
reason neither the main nor the dipped 
headlamp beam should be used uncovered 
in thick fog by night, for either will dazzle 
you dangerously. By day, however, the 
degree of back glare from the dipped beam 
may be tolerable; in that case use it to give 
other traffic carlicer warning of your 
approach 

Assuming it is located through the main 
reflector, the pilot bulb is the one to 
employ in thick night fog and, even so, 
you may be troubled by radiance from the 
fingers of light fanning upward trom the 
edge of the lens To combat that you 
can fit your headlamp with one of the 
amber plastic peaks or covers obtainable 
from accessory stores for a few shillings 
Do make sure before you buy, however, 
that the cover fits your 
lamp; many on sale fit 
a 7in car headlamp but 
not the comparable 
motor-cycle unit, be- 
cause of the difference 
in mm pattern. Some

masks are attached by a central sucker; 
that is very convenient but the warmth 
of the lamp glass may cause the sucker 
to fail, so it is wise to use a few strips of 
transparent adhesive as well. For head- 
lamps up to 6in in diameter you can get 
discs with an elasticated-sleeve mounting 

Alternatively, one of the yellow paper 
discs supplied by the motoring organiza- 
tions for night riding in France may be 
stuck to the front of the headlamp glass 
when the need arises. There is no magic 
penetrating power in amber or yellow 
light but the effect of reducing back glare 
is just as useful. With a coloured cover 
over the lamp glass the objection to using 
the dipped beam at night is removed; in 
deed its use is then advisable to throw 
enough light to be seen 

But if your pilot bulb is not in the main 
reflector then its pin-point of light cer 
tainly won't be adequate for safe recog 
nition by day or night, and you will be 
forced to use one of the main-bulb file

ments. In that case it helps to swivel the 
lamp downward and so shorten the range 
of the beam. If the lamp mounting does 
not allow sufficient swivelling, then a cover 
over the glass will be essential—a doubled- 
over yellow duster or scarf will do in an 
emergency 

For sidecarrists and riders whose daily 
journeys are over roads which get more 
than an average share of fog, a fog lamp 
may be a worth-while investment; but for 
maximum benefit it must be securely 
mounted as low as possible on the left- 
hand side of the machine and the battery 
must be in first-class condition, since the 
generator’s charging rate may be low at 
fog speeds 

For the sake of my eyes, I prefer to 
wear goggles all the time but they must 
be draughtproof, fitted with glass cye- 
pieces and effectively treated with an anti- 
mist preparation (obtainable from acces- 
sory dealers). Once a film of fog forms 
on the inner surface of the lenses the 
goggles must be discarded. In any case 
the outer surface of the eyepicces must be 
repeatedly wiped clear with thumb or 
finger—but be sure your gloves aren't oily 
or greasy. If they are, use a piece of clean 
rag or chamois leather. By the way, a 
low peak to your helmet helps to keep fog 
off your goggles. 

A windscreen can be a boon in mist 
or average fog since it protects the cyes 
without goggles, but in a pea-souper it 
will be a hindrance because you need to 
see the road just ahead of your front 
wheel. The only solution is to lower the 
screen, tilt it back or sit well forward so 
that you can casily peer over the top edge 

So much for seeing and being seen. No 
less vital is your riding technique, The 
first essential is a drastic redugyen in 
speed. On running into thick fog from 
relatively clear conditions some riders 
prefer to come to a complete stop and 


reorientate themselves before getting on 
the move again. I don’t go that far but 
I do slash speed to a crawl immediately. 
Speed is deceptive in fog so it is a good 
plan consciously to go through the drill 
of squeezing the brakes and dropping 
through the gears untl you can see the 
road surface or verge well enough to judge 
your speed 

The next thing is to pin-point your 
position on the road. Unrelenting con- 
centration is imperative. You must bring 
into play every little detail of youf know- 
ledge of the route: kerbs, obelisks, cat’s- 
eyes, broken and solid white lines, lamp- 
posts, trees, drains, bumps, changes of 
road surface—the lot. It is asking for 
trouble to tackle a completely strange 
journey of any magnitude in dense fog 

Although the white line on the road 
crown can be a tremendous help don’t 
ride too near to it. Someone may be 
doing the same coming towards you and 
a head-on collision is all too casy. A kerb 
can be a good guide, though you must 
keep a sharp look-out for lightless parked 
vehicles; it is often possible to ride mid- 
way between kerb and white line with 
each just in view. If the fog is too thick 
for that you may have to ride closer to 
either marker—but preferably the kerb or 
roadside bank. Try to keep a constant 
check on your whereabouts or you may, 
for instance, take a private drive instead 
of a side turning. Worse still, you may 
suddenly find yourself on the wrong side 
of the road. It is comparatively easy to get 
hopelessly lost only a few yards from your 
habitual route. 

At road junctions and cross-roads you 
may have to ride completely blind for 
some yards; so set your course as care- 
fully as possible, stopping first to get your 
bearings if necessary. On very wide cross- 
ings some riders prefer to stop the engine 
and listen carefully for approaching traffic 


before restarting and moving across. The 
scheme is helpful if traffic is sparse; other- 
wise it is best to keep the engine running 
and a gear engaged in case sudden 
evasive action is required. 

Remember to avoid abusing the clutch 
by long periods of slipping (a well-set car- 
burettor and properly adjusted chains pay 
dividends); and always use the gear which 
keeps the engine spinning freely—that 
way you get the quickest response to the 
throttle. 

Above all, keep alert and be prepared 
for anything. Only the other night I met 
a car coming at me head on as I crept 
along the left-hand lane of a four-lane 
road. Ride with your foot poised on the 
rear-brake pedal and your fingers resting 
on the front-brake lever, operating the 
throttle with the crook of your thumb. 
But avoid the mistakeof regarding a panic 
stop as the only reaction to an emergency. 
There are occasions when a burst of 
acceleration or a swerve is more appro 
priate 

Impatience in fog usually leads to 
disaster, so don’t hurry beyond your con- 
fident limit, and resist the temptation to 
overtake a string of vehicles in one “yo 
unless you are certain it is absolutely safe 
to do so. 

If you decide to stop—to make an 
adjustment or cover your headlamp, for 
example—then pull off the road. You will 
be much safer there. And if you heed all 
the points so far mentioned you will find 
you are making better than average pro- 
gress, and in no time at all there may be 
a convoy of cars on your tail, using you 
as a guide. That is fine so long as their 
headlamps ate masked or they are using 
their pilot lights. But a following car with 
unmasked headlights will dazzle you. 
Don’t hesitate to ask the driver to 
co-operate—and remember to do the same 
if you are following another rider.

ROUGH JUSTICE 


DOING YOUR BIT The deputy civil defence 
officer of Leicester has drawn 
my attention to the very important part that could be 
played by soloists in the event of another war. He visual- 
izes large areas of devastation, roads almost impassable, the 
telephone system useless. Radio is an unsatisfactory alterna- 
tive because of the limitations imposed by screening and 
overloading. The answer, then, is a highly organized 
dispatch-rider corps, with the riders, in the main, mounted 
on lightweight models which can be easily manhandled 
where they cannot be ridden. In Leicester there is already 
a 20-strong D.R. section and more recruits, male or female, 
and over the age of 18, are wanted. A mileage allowance 
is paid for the use of the volunteers’ machines when they 
are employed on recognized civil-defence training duties. 
During the first year approximately one hour a week is in- 
volved and subsequently the demand is for 
some 12 hours a year. The scheme is not 
confined to Leicester alone. There is a civil 
defence organization in every town in the 
country (you will find the address in a tele- 
phone directory). I am assured that prospec 
tive dispatch riders will be very welcome.

Parliamentary Points 


DVANTAGE of the Road Traffic Act, 
4 1956 to control dogs has been taken by 
121 local authorities. The Minister of Trans- 
port has confirmed 112 and rejected seven of

A steel 
spindle was turned in the lathe fo fit and 
then a phosphor-bronze sleeve was turned 
to pivot on the spindle. Depending from 
the sleeve is a box fabricated from I8- 
gauge sheet steel and copper rivets; the 
box has vertical sides and ends, is rounded 
at top and bottom and forms the pedal. 
Pivotal movement of the box is restricted 
to jin by a metal stay arranged at the 
inboard end. The outside of the pedal 
is covered with rubber. 

With the modified gear lever the foot 
remains in contact with the rest. Upward 
and downward changes can be made 
merely by pivoting and swivelling the foot 
on its arch. A further advantage stems 
from the rocking ability of the pedal: 
during upward changes it rolls harmlessly 
on the rider’s shoe instead of scraping it. 

The next operation was to provide 
adjustment for the footrests, mounted on 
a long bolt passing through the bottom of 
the frame. Mr. Armitage removed them 
and bolted a 2}in-long steel bracket to 
each, thus giving them a movement of 
2in radius. However, it was found that 
the long bolt was then inclined to turn, 
so to check it he soldered to the bolt a 
triangular steel plate to fit flush under 
the silencer. 

Finally Mr. Armitage turned his atten- 
tion to the handlebar. For his stature it 
was too far forward and compelled him 
to crouch slightly instead of sitting at 
ease. A couple of 2in-long brackets were 
fashioned incorporating a Short bar at one 
end and clamps at the other. The clamps 
accommodate the handlebar while the 
short bar is held by the original handlebar 
mountings. Supports for a windscreen are 
clamped to the short bar. 


The Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment was asked how many prosecutions 
or warnings have been given in the Metropoli- 
tan Police District in recent months for the 
emission of smoke from vehicles with diesel 
engines.

Outstanding Success for Ariel Ace in Muddy Hoad Trophies 


Trial : Frank Darrieulat Best 


FTER wandering into Sussex for the 
past few years, the national Hoad 
Trophies Trial made a welcome 

return to the hills of north-east Harnpshire 
last Saturday. The weather was bad—it 
had rained almost continuously from 
lunch time the previous day—but the 
result was a good old-fashioned mud-plug 
in the best tradition. 

Most of the observed sections were 
natural ascents on slippery clay, and the 
merit of Sammy Miller’s performance in 
dropping enly 34 marks is emphasized by 
the fact that no other solo rider finished 
with a less of fewer than 44. Miller 
handled -his 497 c.c. Ariel with such con- 
fident determination that on at least two 
sections he was alone in achieving clean 
climbs. There was a much closer finish 
in the sidecar class where Frank Darriecu- 
lat (348 B.S.A.) pipped Frank Wilkins (497 
Ariel) by just three marks, 

Rain clouds hung low over Butser Hill 
as Ernie Small (347 A.J.S.), the first of 74 
solos, set off at 10.31 a.m. from Hog’s 
Lodge on the Portsmouth Road, five miles 
south of Petersfield. Roads were almost 
awash in places bur the Waterlooville Club 
had wisely done all the route-marking with 
metal cards and the rain actually made 
things more enjoyable for those who 
appreciate a tough trial. 

At Buriton chalk pits were two observed 
sections with alarming gradients—both up 
and down—which, nevertheless, allowed 
many riders to retain their clean sheets. 
Then came a timed section where Peter 
Stitland dropped his 346 c.c. Royal Enfield 
and in consequence recorded a time 12.5s 
longer than that of Pat Brittain on a 
similar machine—with whom he tied oa 
observat‘on for the three-fifty cup.

There followed a swift-flowing stream 
known as Bridge Bank and a muddy lane 
called Morty’s Mire, neither of which 
caught many riders napping. Within a 
couple of miles, however, came an acute 
hairpin bend and rocky stream which the 
organizers had dubbed Rock Ruin; indeed, 
it spelled ruin for all save Miller and Colin 
Moram (498 Matchless). Doubtless en- 
couraged by his success there, Miller pro- 
ceeded to make the only clean climb of 
muddy Wheatham Hill, though Stirland, 
Dick Langstone (346 Royal Enfield) and 
Bill Faulkner (249 Francis-Barnett) came 
close to emulating the Irishman’s feat. 

Yann Steps, that old “Southern Ex- 
perts ” favourite, was in wonderful condi- 
tion on Saturday. Rising straight off the 
road, its chalky surface defeated everyone, 
though Miller almost got away with a 
single prod: greedily, he delayed the evil 
moment just too long, so that in fact he 
was at a standstill before footing. But he 
made amends brilliantly on Warren Hill 
with a clean climb which for sheer deter- 
mination can never have been surpassed. 
No other rider reached the top of this 
muddy hill unpenalized, though praise- 
worthy attempts were made by Roy Pep- 
low (199 Triumph), Roger Kearsey (348 
B.S.A.) and John Brittain (499 Royal En- 
field). Pat Brittain, too, was good, battling 
up the hill With only one prod in each sub- 
section. 

Ten of Darriculat’s 15 marks were 
squandered on Warren; his other five were 
the result of a stop on the rocks of Stroud 
Lane. Wilkins put up an inspired per- 
formance there (the only sidecar driver to 
keep moving), and, of the solos, Gordon 
Jackson (347 A.J.S.) was alone in matching 
Miller’s faultless climb. 
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Every soloist suffered at least a three- 
mark penalty on the slippery twists and 
turns of Leythe Hill and all stopped on 
the ultra-steep Ben Meon. Sidecars had 
an easier section there, yet still difficult 
enough to defeat all except Darrieulat. It 
was the final hazard and a fitting finish 
to a very fine trial

N_ Irishmen's weekend! Following 

Sammy Miller’s win in the Hoad 
Trophies Trial, his fellow countryman 
Stan Tracey (499 B.S.A.) won the Black- 
more Vale Club’s Dick Farquharson Trial 
last Sunday, Runner-up, two marks be- 
hind, was Colin Lambert (199 Triumph). 
It was Tracey’s first win in an English 
event and his seventh trial since starting 
to work in England last year. There were 
70 starters. 

The winner's loss of 28 marks gives a 
fair indication of the sporting nature of 
the course, of which all 18 sections were 
in prime condition. About 12 miles in 
length, the circuit lay in the countryside 
around Shaftesbury, Dorset. After one 
complete lap the first six sections were 
tackled a second time. Section 5, a long, 
slightly uphill stretch of rutted mud near 
Semley Station, caught out. the entire 
entry as no one conquered the last sub- 
section, in spite of numerous hectic on- 
slaughts.

\ JITH all but one of its 17 observed 

sections forming deep, glutinous 
morasses covered with wet leaves, the 
Jack o’ Newbury Trial, held in Berkshire 
on Sunday, lived up to its reputation of 
being a severe mud-plug. Indeed, so 
severe was the first half of the course that 
by the second lap some of the sections 
had become virtually impassable for solos, 
let alone the sidecars. 

Exactly 100 competitors did battle with 
the assorted quagmires, including Pat 
Lamper, Peter Stirland and Pat Brittain. 
Stirland, apparently suited by the atroci- 
ous surfaces, soon showed his superiority.

DURING MY TRAVELS recently I was 
stopped by a police patrol car and im- 
formed that I was breaking the law by 
displaying my registration number on the 
front of my fairing instead of on the front 
mudguard. Can you please state the 
regulations in this regard?

If your machine was first registered 
after 1 October 1938, the police were in 
error. In that

fit is not illegal so long

CAPACITY CALCULATION 


AS I AM a newcomer to motor cycling, 
I am just beginning to take an interest in 
technical matters that are probably an 
open book to the more experienced. How, 
for instance, is the capacity of an engine 
calculated from its bore and stroke? 

Uttoxeter, Staffs. W. MELVILLE 


Possibly the simplest way is to multiply 
the bore in millimetres by itself, then mul- 
tiply by 0.7854, then by the stroke in milli- 
metres and by the number of cylinders, 
then finally divide by 1,000. For example, 
the bore of the Villiers two-fifty twin is 
50mm and the stroke 63.5mm. Miultiply- 
ing 50 by itself we get 2,500. Multiplying 
that by 0.7854 gives 1,963.5; by 63.5 (the 
stroke) gives 124,682.25; by 2 (the number 
of cylinders) gives 249,364.5; then divide 
by 1,000 (i.c., move the decimal point 
three places to the left) and we get 249.4. 
Official capacity of the Villiers twin is 
249 cc. 


WITHOUT BATTERY 


MY BATTERY has just about had it. A 
little bird has whispered that I am to be 
given a new one for Christmas so I do not 
want to buy a replacement now. My 
machine is equipped with a Lucas dynamo 
and voltage regulator unit. Will it hurt to 
run without the battery connected? My 





running is mainly in daylight at weekends 
with only occasional use of the lights. 
Birmingham. H. FIniay 


It is permissible to run without the bat- 
tery—and to use the lights—in an emer- 
gency. The only point to watch is that 
the battery positive lead (or the negative 
lead if your battery normally has positive 
earthing) is well taped up so that it cannot 
make contact with any part of the 
machine. Such running should not be 
prolonged more than necessary as it will 
tend to shorten the life of the voltage- 
regulator contacts. 


NO OIL UP TOP 


ON STRIPPING the top half of my 99 
Norton for its first decoke and a general 
inspection I was horrified to find traces 
of rust in the overhead rocker gear and 
everything looked dry. There is no 
obstruction in the pipes yet it is obvious 
that oil is not getting up there as it should. 
Can you please advise me? P. WATSON 
London, W iti. 


Nortons are not alone in employing a 
branch from the oil return to the. tank to 
feed the overhead rocker gear. The 
system largely depends for its success on 
the oil being really fluid. That normally 
entails getting the oil hot. With the oil 
barely warm it is not uncommon for it 
all to take the easier path to the tank, with 
the result that the rocker gear is starved. 

It might be deduced that your machine 


is used mainly for short journeys of, say, 
up to 12 miles and that the engine 1s 
never driven really hard, That being so, 
it is unlikely that the oil tank ever 
becomes more than warm except, perhaps, 
on a really hot day in summer. In that 
case it should improve matters to change 
to a lighter (less viscous) oil, keep the oil 
tank only half full (in order to raise the 
temperature of the oil in circulation) and, 
on account of the smaller quantity in use, 
change the oil twice as frequently. 
Changing to one of the multi-grade oils 
should help matters 


INVALUABLE HAMMER 


WHEN I dismantled my engine I patted 
myself on the back for remembering to 
engage a gear, lash on the rear brake and 
slacken the engine-sprocket retaining nut 
a turn or two before removing the primary 
chain. I used a box spanner and a tommy 
bar with extra leverage supplied by tubu- 
lar extensions placed over the bar. Now 
the engine is reassembled and I am ata 
loss to hold it from turning while I get 
the sprocket nut really tight. The sprocket 
is keyed to a taper and I hesitate to repeat 
the chain method for fear of causing 
damage owing to the components not 
being fully home. How do I go from 
here? K. IVERSON

The jarring effect of a hammer will do 
the job in a few seconds. Employ a sub- 
stantial ring spanner which accurately fits 
the nut and deal the other end of the 
spanner a few smart blows with a hammer. 
The engine will be held from turning 
more than a few degrees by the inertia 
of the flywheels and, if the piston is u 
against compression, the engine will 
bounce back again after each blow, Next 
time, the hammer-and-flywheel-inertia 
technique will save you a lot of trouble in 
slackening the nut. Incidentally, a tube 
spanner and tommy bar are useless for the 
job as their springiness largely nullifies 
the effect of the hammer. One might get 
by with a socket spanner as the blows 
would be less offset from the nut than with 
a tube spanner. Best of all is a straight 
ring spanner 


REAR-LAMP WATTAGE 
I HAVE BEEN TOLD that the lighting 


regulations require a certain minimum 
power for rear-lamp bulbs and would 
appreciate details.

250 c.c. the law requires a bulb power of 
not less than six watts for every obligatory 
rear lamp; further, the wattage must be 
indelibly marked on the glass or metal ca 
of the bulb “in a readily legible manner.

OG,” said the weather man, “is expected to return 
tonight in many places. The temperature will remain 
below the seasonal normal... .” Brr! And yet whatever 

the temperature, fog or no fog, the trials boys would be out again 

at the weekend and for many a weekend to come. Good luck 
to them, say I, for there is sport enough in pitting your skill 
against those ever rockier gullies, ever trickier stream crossings. 

But, to be sure, my fancy is for a summer day and a blue sky, 

with the crackle of exhausts echoing across the still meadows. 

Draped along the hedgerow is a banner which reads: “ Grass- 

track Racing Today.” What a wealth of meaning those words 

have for me. 

It was in 1952, in my home country of Ireland, that I first 
saw a grass-track meeting. Heart in mouth, I stood by the 
trackside, thrilled by the sight of those dare-devil lads career- 
ing round the slippery field at seemingly impossible speeds. 
What wonderful excitement! But, of course, I could never 
see myself out there on the track—or could I? Were not just 
one or two of the riders floundering around unskilfully? Surely 
even I could do as well as that? Even better, maybe? 

A few Sundays later a jaded 1939 three-fifty B.S.A. and its 
owner faced the starter at a meeting 45 miles out from Dublin. 
And from that day two rules were firmly established in my mind. 
First, if you happen to be in the lead at the corner immediately 
following a massed start, the main essential is to stay on the 
model. Secondly, a field newly vacated by a dairy herd must 
be treated with the respect it deserves. I was learning the 
hard way, but no bones were broken. The bug bit deep. 
Thereafter the pungent odour of Castrol R and methanol, inter- 
mingled with the smell of a fresh-mown field, was as the 
breath of life. 

In riding ability and in extracting the best from a given 


machine there are a possible and an impossible. Somewhere 
between the two lies a happy medium and the search for it 
teaches a deal of self-discipline; but once it is found there is 
a fine feeling of satisfaction. The overcoming of those ob- 
stacles both mental and physical is akin to keeping one’s feet 
up through a difficult trials section. 

I rode the Beesa at only four meetings in 1952. A B25 
model, it was never designed for competition work. Age, too, 
was against it and those outings were enough to show me its 
limitations, although it gave me immense fun. When the first 
rear-sprung Dot scramblers arrived in Dublin I was early 
in the queue. And so began one of the most enjoyable phases 
of my racing career. That Dot was an absolute joy to ride 
on the rough and with it I snapped up quite a few handicap 
events before the handicappers awakened to my sudden rise 
in ability. 

So good was the handling, indeed, that I grew over-confident. 
Came my first wet meeting and, as usual, I cranked the model 
over on the left footrest at a fast corner. The rear wheel 
broke away smartly. So did I, to land on my back about 15 
feet farther on, tobogganing right rapidly over the slimy surface 
while I vainly clawed at the ground to anchor myself. Red of 
face, I returned to the paddock. Far from being worried, 
my mother—attending her first grass-track meeting—was 
shaking with laughter. From then on she was asked, quite 
politely, to stay at home. I still had some dignity to maintain. 

At one meeting I swapped models with a friend who owned a 
potent, depe-drinking B32 B.S.A. with an unsprung frame. . He 
was immediately at home on my little Dot and went on to win 
four of his five races. What happened in the fifth? He, too, 
dug in a footrest at a fast corner and sailed over the handlebar. 
As for me, I found that the Beesa went like a bomb. But at the 
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end of a high-speed straight there was a drainage ditch, a 
horrible, evil-smelling thing. On each lap I drifted nearer, 
ever nearer to the ditch until the inevitable happened. Suddenly 
the machine took charge and we parted on bad terms and, while 
the model lay roaring its head off on the bank above the ditch 
I went on to plough a lone and smelly furrow rhe memory 
haunts me yet 

That incident 
quick device.

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Registration Plates Can Make or Mar a Machine’s Appearance 


URPRISING the difference an hour 
or two of sheer hard work can make 
to the appearance of even the shab-

polished secondhands in any showroom it 

ssually those with the neat, trim num- 
ber plates that first catch the eye 

If your number plates are tatty the 
simplest remedy is to apply new transfers 

tung a few pence each from an acces- 

ry store But though seemingly a 
traightforward little printing job, there is 
more in a transfer than is generally 

alized That dead-white lettering, for 
nstance, is not paint but a special printing 
nk; and the transfer may have been passed 
through the printing press three or four 
times before the ink has been built up to 
ul required density The orthodox 
transfer is printed on duplex paper—thin 
tissue backed by a card. In the first stage 

manufacture the tissue is coated with 
gum after which, in lithographic printing, 

ingle sheet containing up to a gross of 
end numbers is passed through the 
several times. The printed figures 

re sprayed with a bronze powder to 
ensure that each is opaque (sometimes this 
operation is omitted) and the whole sheet 
s finally passed through the press once 
gain, this time face uppermost, so that 

the guiding outlines can be printed on the 
backing card. 

More commonly used for club or similar 
badges than for registration letters, the 
waterslide type of transfer is produced by 
a silk-sorcen process in which a thick

layer of ink is forced through a screen 
which has been chemically treated in 
certain parts to form a type of stencil. 
The backing paper is of single thickness. 

Advice on using the normal duplex 
transfers is offered by George Gordon, a 
keen clubman employed in one of the 
largest transfer-printing factories in the 
country. First, says George, the process 
should never be hurried, or you are likely 
to be disappointed with the result. The 
plates must have the old lettering scraped 
off, be free from grease, and a flat, even 
surface of glossy cellulose should be 
applied, 

Step No. 1 is to coat the letters and 
numerals of the transfers with a thin, clear 
varnish, which should be allowed to be- 
come almost dry before the next stage is 
tackled. Meanwhile the top corner of each 
backinz paper should be ruffled between 
the finger and thumb until the tissue 
begins to separate from the card when, 
say, jin of card can be turned back so 
that it can be ripped away readily later on. 

When the varnish is sufficiently tacky 
the transfers can be spaced out neatly on 
the plate, using the outlines printed on the 
reverse of the backing paper as a guide. 
Press bard, then rip away the card leaving 
the tissue still attached to the printed 
characters and, finally, rub each character 
with the fingertip to ensure that it has a 
firm, all-over contact with the plate. And 
there the job should be left for several 
hours—overnight, for preference, 

A rag, well soaked in water, is held 
against each backing tissue so that the 
coating of gum on the underside is diluted 
and the paper is released from the print- 
ing ink, The tissue can then be pulled 
away, leaving the characters in position— 
but sufficient water must be used, other-

wise some of the ink may stick to the tissue 
instead of to the plate. If all is well, wash 
the plate thoroughly to remove all traces 
of the fixing gum for should any remain 
it could cause the edges of the lettering 
to curl, leaving a ragged appearance. As 
a finishing touch, and to give long lie, 
the plate should be given a single coat of 
clear varnish 

Waterslide transfers are more simpie to 
use but may be less permanent. As the 
name suggests, the complete transfer is 
first immersed in water to separate the 
printed lettering from the backing. Printed 
side uppermost, the paper is then placed 
adjacent to the intended position of the 
character, which can then slide sideways 
eff the paper and on to the plate. Press 
4rmly with a damp rag to exclude air 
bubbles and the job is done—al] bar the 
clear-varnish coat as for duplex transfers. 

But perhaps you prefer hand lettering? 
Certainly, plates prepared in this manner 
have a distinctive appearance provided the 
work is well done. Trials star Roy Pep- 
low, a signwriter by trade, suggests that 
hand painting should be left to a profes- 
sional, who will charge no more than five 
or six shillings for his services. Still 
determined to be a do-it-yourself man? 
Then, says Roy, don’t hope to make do 
with a single coat of white enamel for the 
characters. Far better to apply two 
thinner coats of “writer's white,” which 
can be bought at most quality paint shops 
The professional signwriter chooses his 
brushes with care, and Roy’s own liking is 
for a sable “pencil” with a squared-off 
rather than a pointed end, as it is easier to 
control and produces a neater letter. After 
use, cach of his brushes is washed tho- 
roughly in turpentine, then lightly coated 
in grease to preserve the bristles 

Before the work is started the plates 
should be removed from the machine and 
laid flat on a table or workbench. Guide 
lines in chalk help to preserve good align- 
ment of the characters, which, also, should 
be sketched in lightly with chalk to deter- 
mine the correct spacing. The chalk lines, 
of course, are easily rubbed off once the 
paint has dried. 

Considerably more 
either transfers or hand painting are 
registration plates of embossed ligh 
alloy, or with raised plastic characters, but 
it cannot ce denied that the effect of such 
plates is pleasing. Furthermore, mainten- 


expensive than 


ance is negligible, amounting to no more 
than an occasional polish of the raised 
alloy letters, or a wipe of the plastic-type 
lettering with a damp cloth. 

Respective costs are about 17s 6d for 
the embossed plates and £1 Is for the 
plastic-letter type, the prices varying a 
little according to the make chosen; cach 
set comprises two front plates and one 
rear, and the front plates may be riveted 
to the front mudguard valances or fixed, 
back to back, with the existing blade-type 
plate sandwiched between them. Usually, 
the embossed plates are ordered through 
an accessory supplier, payment being 
made on placing the order; the plates 
then arrive by post. 

For the raised-letter plates, however, 
some of the larger motor-cycle traders now 
have equipment for producing them to 
order while you wait. Stocks of blank 
plates and letters and digits are held, and 
on an order being received a plate is 
selected, given a thin coat of grease, and 
a paper template is fixed in place. The 
template is printed with guide markings 
which ensure correct spacing of the 
characters, and, according to the letters 


and numbers required, suitable fixing holes 
are punched through the plate with a 
hand-operated press. The plastic charac 
ters are each provided with rearward 
projecting pegs which are then passed 
through the punched holes in the plate 
Fot the front number plates, which have 
smaller characters, the pegs are secured 
very simply; the material is thermo-setting, 
which means that it melts on the applica 
tion of heat, and so a soldering iron ap 
plied to each peg causes the material to 
soften, after which it can be “riveted” 
and allowed to cool. The pegs of the 
larger, rear-plate characters are secured by 
dished, serrated washers applied by using 
a hollow tool in the hand press. 
Transfers, hand-painting, light-alley or 
raised-letter plates; the choice is yours 
But whatever decision you may come to, 
have a look at that rear registration plate 
on the model. If the machine was made 
before 1952, it is probable that the plate 
has a small-diameter, circular lamp; this 
seems as good an opportunity as any to 
modernize the rear by fitting a new plate, 
and with it one of the new-type rear lights 
which incorporate an inbuilt reflector

Death of Contributor to “The Motor Cycle” 


\ OTOR cycling lost one of its pioncer 
4 long-range tourists when Commander 
Oswald Frewen died on December 7. Born 
in 1887 he was a first cousin of Sir Winston 
Churchill, and led an active and adventurous 
career in the Royal Navy during both wars. 
At heart he was a pioneer and exploration 
always held a fascinati for him. 

After the first world war he began to con- 
tribute articles to The Motor Cycle; the 
themes were usually his travels on “ Satan- 
ella,” his land yacht, as he called it, which 
was a 1922 799 c.c. side-valve AJ.S. vee- 
twin and sidecar In 1924, with his sister 
Mrs. Sheridan, he set off on a trip to most 
of the European countries, including Russia 
and the Near East. Other “ long vacations” 
took him beyond the Arctic Circle and south 
of the Sahara and produced the experiences 
for vivid articles in our columns. 

Cemmander Frewen was a man of many 
interests; apart from being a sailor, he was a 
barrister, a naturalist and a landscape gar- 
dener, as well as a writer of considerable 
ability.
